PLIGHT OF AUSTRO-GERMANS. 

It is the opinion of American financial 
experts that: Austria confesses wo virtual 
bankruptey by paying interest on its 
gold-bearing bonds in paper kronen at a 
discount of 60 per cent., and that Ger- 
many was also tottering on the cde of 
this financial abyss when the Reichsbank 
decided to release $19,000,000 in gold in 
an effurt to reatore its highly disergants- 
ed exchanges in neutral countries. One 
year has been occupied by the German 
banks to inereasc gold reserves by this 
amount, which constitutes but a drop in 
the bucket of needs to be dealt with. Aug- 
trian, it is emphasised, has practically no 
gold to give up, and Germany cannot 
hope to make any real impression on the 
value.of the mark abrcad unless it pours 
out thousands of millions from a gold 
reacrve which is already totally inade- 
quate to cover the Reichsbank’s inumense 
paper cireulation, Germany’, only hope 
short of peace of arresting its slids to 
the bottom of the slope, it is declared,
